IN THE EAST. 


Albany, N. Y., May 15.—The trac- 


tion strike was productive of no seri- 
ous disorders during the night. The 
company made no further efEoit to 
operate cais or repair its lines and 
will probably remain inactive until 
the military force called by the state 
is in a position to afford the fullest 
protection. A strong effort was made 
during (the'night to bring the con- 
tending interests into conference, Mt 
it failed, and at this time the breach 
is as wide as ever. 


The establishment of the militia 


patrol began shortly before midnight, 
when three companies of the Tenth 
battalion avere quietly and quickly 
dispatched from 
the 
Washington 


avenue armory. One coimpany was 
ordered to the traction power house, 
another to the upper town bain and 
the third to the northern 'barn. 


When Company D, which was 01- 


dered to the up town barn, swung 
into Quayl street a jeering- crowd 
fell in on its flanks and rear and 
followed it down to the barn. 


THROW ROCKS AT MILITIA. 
As it halted in front of the barn a 


shower of rocks' and other missiles 
fell among the men. It was tihoug-ht 
for a time that there 
would be a 


clash, but the police drove the crowd 
back and the soldiers made no menac- 
ing move. The police withdrew as 
eoon as the national guard picket line 
was etftfibiished around the traction 
company's plant and as the night 
wotfe oiv tile crowd melted away. 


As the new day came the crowd re- 


assembled and at daylight it num- 
bered abotit 500. 
The senrtries kept 


the street clear. 


The women were particularly vin- 


dictive and howled out their choicest 
epithets at the non-union men who 
showed themselves at the upper win- 
dows of the barn. 


The first detachment of the Twen- 


ty-third infantry arrived here at 
7:45 o'clock this morning and its 
opening part in this great industrial 
struggle came near being a tragedy.

prime significance therein is that'the 
iommissioners agree to the indem,ni~ 
ies as demanded, and the withdrawal 


the troops can now pioceed forth- 


with, but that not all the foreigii 
rorces will be withdarwn at once. 


The Chinese proposition to raise the 


mport and export ,duties will probab- 
y be accepted, since the only other 
ossibility of increasing China's reve- 
nues is the reform of the 
liken 


duties, which the powers particular- 
y wish to avoid, because it would re- 
quire too much mixing in the in- 
;ernal affairs of China. 


Further international control over 


the customs will be unnecessary, be- 
yond S^r Bobert Hart's. 


The -prolongation of the payments 


to thirty years will probably be ac- 
cepted. Germany -appears favorably 
disposed thereto. The request for a 
•eduction of the indemnities will still 
be discussed by the ministers at Pe- 
kin, who must first get the inshuc- 
tions of their governments. It is an- 
ticipated here that other nations will 
make stronger objections to a reduc- 
tion than Germany, .which appears 
to be willing to reduce the amount 
f it is seen China is unable to pay 
all.

T'he city is in gala attire and olfl 


glory tosses from flagstaff^ or droops 
from windows all over the city. 
In 


the business section a gleaming mass 
of color greets the eye 011 every hand. 


A large

Wayne ai rived this forenoon and in 
naking its presence felt. 
Together 


with the advance guard of boomers 
who came yesterday the Fort Wayne 
veterans are waging an aggressive 
campaign for holding next year's en- 
campment in the Summit City.

only survive. The average age 


of the soldiers of the civil war is over 
sixty years. It is not strange, there- 
fore, that the membership of this de- 
partment should have steadily de- 
clined for several years. 
Notwith- 


standing this decline, however, the 
situation 
has 
some encouraging 


features. The membership last year 
was 16,815; gained during the year 
since, 1/T06; total, if no losses, 18,- 
331. Losses by death, 419; losses 
from other causes, 1,691; total losses, 
3,110. 
Membership at the present 


time, 16,211. 


"We have, therefore, lost in mem- 


bership during the year only fifteen 
members except from deaths. 
Con- 


sidering the age, infirmity and pov-* 
erty of so jnany of our comrades, this 
is a creditable showing. The num- 
ber of posts in good standing last 
year wag 4*55; there have been organ- 
ised six new posts, and eighteen have, 
disbanded, leaving at this time 443 
posts in good standing, a loss of 
twelve1. It is a pleasant fact to state 
that only three posts, and they small 
ones, have failed to make proper re- 
ports and ipay the per capita tax, 
which shows a piomptness unpre- 
cedented in the history of the depart- 
ment. All honor to the gray-haired 
veterans of this department, who 
thus manifest their fidelity to the 
Gtrand Army of the Republic and are 
so nobly standing1 by their colors/' 


Commander Beeni paid a glowing 


tribute to the veteran's late com- 
rade, Oen. Benjamin Garrison. 
He 


reviewed mutters* in connection with 
the woman's auxiliaries to the Gr^ 
Army and reported on the conditions 
of the state sold&ers* homes, 
On the 


general 'subject of pensions the com- 
mander said: 


<*So much uncertainly has appeared 


and so many arbitrary and obstruc- 
tive rules have been adopted, t 
great unrest and dissatisfaction ex- 
is'ts among the pensioners and theii 
fiiends, 
I sometimes think thai 


those charged with the administra- 
tion of public affairs have a narrow 
conception of the importance of this 
great question and do not fully re- 
alize the earnestness of the old sol 
diers in regard to it, 
The veterans 


of tne civil war have been as O 
spicuous in their support of the gov 


eminent in time of peace as they were 
loyal in time of rebellion* 
They 


risked their lives for the Union when 
it was in peril, and they have faith- 
fully stood by every administration 
which they believed to be in the 
right sin<ce the war, 
But it is not 


safe for those in authority to assume 
that there is no limit to foreb^arance. 
Congressmen, senators, cabinet offi- 
cers, presidents and all in authority 
should know that the men who in 
time of war struck so many valiant 
blows for the Union and for the right, 
can in time of peace, if the necessity 
arises, in the way that freemen ex- 
press their choice, strike effective 
blows for their own rights.1*

and Wales have increased in number 
12.15 per cent. 


Those countries do not attract im- 


migrants and they lose considerably 
through emigration. 
So >the show- 


ing made is 
certainly 
favoralble. 


The rate- *of increase is much above 
that of France. 
Furthermore, it is 


a larger ratio of growth than that of 
the preceding: ten yeais. And it i^ 
about the same as that in Germany, 
where conditions have been regarded 
ns more conducive to increase in pop- 
ulation. Alluding to- the disclosures 


of the British census, the New York 
Journal of Commerce and Commercdal 
Bulletin says: 


"From the point of view of sociol- 


ogy the interesting 
thing is that 


countries like England and Germany, 
where there is limited space for the 
expansion of 
population, 
can in- 


ciease their number of inhabitants 
with a general increase of prosperity, 
not that of the employing class but 
of all the people. There are abund- 
ant indications in both countries that 
the laborer is not beintg 'exploited,' 
but is sharing appreciably 
in the 


general advance of prosperity. The 
increase of small income tax payers 
and of savings bank accounts- are 
some of these indications. 
German 


emigration has fallen off lately on 
account of the better opportunities 
at home, and the quantity and qual- 
ity of the food cons-umed 
has im- 


proved. 
In this- country, Germany 


and France there has been a very 
marked 
movement 
of population 


from the country to the cities, but 
the fact that 
forty-eight 
English 


counties show inci eases 
an'd four- 


teen show decreases suggests that 
the rural counties are probably hold- 
ing their own better in England," 


While the tendency in the United 


Sttaes continues to be to crowd into 
cities, it .is to be observed that the 
current does not set in that direction 
quite 
as 
strongly 
as 
formerly. 


Easier means of communication in 
the suburban and aural distiicts are 
inviting population to such localities 
and a few years hence may see a still 
more noteworthy change. It will be 
a very wholesome thing when the 
rural regions grow in population at 
a pace somewhat approximating that 
of the urban localities.

general assembly was called to order 
by Moderator Rev. Charles A. Dickey, 
at 11 o'clock today, in Calvary Pies- 
byteriaii church. 


At 8:30 o'clock Calvary chapel was 


opened to receive the credentials of 
the 650 commissioners and alternates 
and from that hour until the assem- 
bly convened Bev. Dr. William H. 
Roberts, the stated clerk, was kept 
busy distributing badges And assign- 
ing1 the delegates to their places. The 
galleries of the edifice were crowded 
to suffocation 
when the 
opening- 


hymn was sung, the spectators join- 
ing1 with the commissioners and al- 
ternates in the rendition of the 
anthem, 


A clear sky, a warm sun and a cool- 


ing breeze made beautiful the open- 
ing day of the session, and the balmy 
atmosphere resulted in a larger at- 
tendance of spectators than had been 
anticipated. 
The church wtis not 


sufficiently large to accommodate the 
crowds and many were turned away. 


As each commissioner and alternate 


handed in his certificate he was pre- 
sented with a hand book issued by 
the Philadelphia committee of ar- 
rangements, containing all the in- 
formation necessary to those attend- 
ing the assembly.

"Vaccination haa been opposed by 


an uncertain number of people since 
the date of its introduction by Jen- 
ner. It has been accused, and not in 
every instance unjustly or unreason- 
ably as formerly practiced, of Im- 
parting all manner of disease to the 
humin family. It is not at all un- 
likely t?hat germs of erysipelas, ty- 
phoid fever, diphtheria and 
other 


diseases have been communicated by 
the old-time Arm-to-arm method of 
vaccination.

USELESS AS FIRE ESCAPES. 


"Strange how people pin their faith 


to rope as a means of escape from 
burning buildings," remarked an of- 
ficer of the fire department. "Hun- 
dreds of traveling men, carry a coil 
of light rope habitually in one of 
their trunks and feel safe on the up- 
per floors of hotels they know are 
mere death traps. A drummer of my 
acquaintance, who weighs fully 200 
pounds and who lias taken, no exer- 
cise for the last twenty years, has a 
sample case with a special compart- 
ment, containing fifty yards of silk 
life line, extremely light and strong. 
'Do you really think you could slide 
down on that in case of fire?' I asked 
him, when he showed me the ar- 
rangement. 'Why not?' Sie replied. 
'It's been tested to three times my 
weight.' The only difficulty that oc- 
curred to him was the breaking -of 
the line. That he would have no 
trouble hanging on to it on the way 
down he took for granted. Now, as 
a matter of fact," 
Continued 
the 


speaker, "a rope is the very worst 
fire-escape imaginable. 
To 
begin 


with, a moment's reflection will show 
you that the chances are two to one 
that it will catch on fire and be de- 
stroyed before it can be used. 


"The -windows of nearly all build- 


ings are arranged in straight verti- 
cal Ines—one directly above the other 
—and a rope thrown out of an upper 
story would necessarily cross every 
casement on the way down. 
The 


probabilities are that some or all of 
them would be spouting flame and 
the rope would last about as long as 
a piece of pack-thread. But, assum- 
ing the tfoast to be clear, a rope 
would be useles to -anybody but a 
trained gymnast. The average man 
would- find it physically impossible 
to let himself down hand over hand, 
and, 
if he attempted to slide, his 


palms Tvould be flayed and he would 
let go involuntarily before he went 
thirty feet. Gloves or cloth, are no ad-

CARS RUN INTO THE DITCH 


THE NATIONAL GUARD MAY BE 


CALLED OUT. 


Albany, N. Y., May 14.—Riot fol- 


- owed the attempt today of the Union 
Traction company to resume the oper- 
ation of a portion of its electric street 
railway system in this city, which 
had been tied up by the striks of em- 
ployes inaugurated last week. 


The company had secured 200 non- 


union men to take the place of strik- 
ers and last night housed the new- 
:omers in the Quayi street barns, 
where they were guarded by police 
,ud deputy sheriffs; Outside the 
barns a large number of strikers and 
their sympathizers assembled during 
the night. The crowd grew until it 
numbered 2,000 or nibre by the time 
the company was ready to send out 
its first car. 
. 
• . 


Two policemen were on the plat- 


form with., the motorman, and two 
guarded the rear platform. 
The 


'.•rowd greeted the appearance of the 
car with derisive and insulting cries, 
?.nd obstructed its passage, but a 
squad of police cleared the way and it 
passed on and away from tlie vicin- 
ity of the barn. 


Half an hour later a second car 


emerged from the' barn. The crowd 
immediately made a dash for it, some 
of them hurling missiles at the 
motorman. 
The police could not 


withstand the rush of the mob an 
some of the rioters were soon upon 
the platform. 


The motorman was struck.several 


times on the head, until bleeding-and 
Senseless, he relinquished his grasp 
•:f the handles. On the rear platform 
two men pulled the trolley pole down 
and bent it until it broke. 


The car had obtained some mo- 


mentum and, striking the switch, 
xvent into the gutter.. Once the mob 
had accomplished their purpose, they 
.withdrew with cheers. 


The police arrested four or five of 


the rioters. One of the trolley, wires 
fell in the street a few'minutes later, 
it having been cut, thus putting on 
iine out of commission. 


The car which had previously left 


the barn, made several trips up and 
Jown town, not carrying any pas- 
sengers. At the corner of State and 
Pearl streets, when the car came up 
im its second run, a boy threw a 
brick at it. A man who saw tie act 
c-aught the boy by the shoulder. In 
?.n instant tihe mob had torn the boy 
iway and assaulted the citizen who 
held him. 
Nearly a dozen of the 


non-union men the company brought 
n-om out of town deserted after the 
wrecking of the second car. They 
were carried away in triumph on the 
shoulders of the strikers. 


The indications are that if the com- 


pany persists in running the cars the 
national guard will1'liftve to be called 
cut.

The crew deserted the car after 


•naking two trips. On its last trip 
this car was obstructed by planks 
raken from buildings in course of 
instruction and piled upon the track, 
while from crowds gathered at nearly 
svery street corner stones, bricks and 
sticks were thrown at the car and the 
:notorman and conductor. 


The non-union men brought here 


l>y the company" are reported to have 
notified the corporation that they had 
lecided nut to take out cars. 


No attempt has been made to oper- 


ate the United Traction company's 
lines in Troy, Cohoes, Rensselaer and 
Watervliet, on which the employes 
struck when those in Albany walked 
out.

Mr. H. E. Cook, of Denmark, N. Y., 


is uue uf the conductors of the New 
York institutes. He has given much 
study to barn building aud ventilation. 
He keeps onhisfarmsinnortheraNew 
York about 100 cows. Wishing-to build 
new barns on the most up to date and 
improved principles, he investigated 
all the best phms for barns and sys- 
tem of ventilation, and then built a 
barn whiuh he finds satisfactory in 
every way, and is thus well equipped 
to discuss the subject, and the follow- 
ing: are some of the points he makes 
in his address on "Bava Building' and 
Barn Ventilation" at the institutes: 


A few years ago, before farmers be- 


gan to build warm stables, when the 
most of the stables were so open that 
there was always plenty of pure air 
for the cattle, we heard but little 
about tuberculosis. 
Farmers began 


to build stablea that were very tight 
aud warm, but they gave littie atten- 
tion to the subject of ventilation, arid 
tha result of close confinement of cat-

tie in poorly ventilated stables has 
been cattle diseases, and no doubt is 
one of the causes of tuberculosis, 
which has destroj'ed many herds in 
this state. 
Much of the poor milk 


which goes to the creameries is caused 
by the conditions in the stable. • 


The best material -with which to build 


a stable is pine lumber. I would not 
build a stone stable. They are often 
damp. I would use matched lumber 
for the walls of the stable, putting it 
on both sides of the studding so as «o 
mnke a dead-air space. I would build 
the stable only nine feet high, and so 
keep the warm air down where -the 
cows are; 500 cubic feet of space ia 
sufficient for each animal if the stable 
is well ventilated. 


You can build a cement floor ai 


cheap as you can build- a plank floor. 
and it is much more durable. You 
cun have plank for the cattle to U* 
on if you wish. For the foundation 
of the cement floor nothing is better 
than cobbles', or small stones, grout- 
ed. For the top layer use Portland 
cement -and sand iii proportions of 
two to one. Be sure the sand is' clean 
und sharp. Make the top layer about 
two inches thick, and do not make it 
too smooth.

barn. They can be built of wood or 
galvanized iron. Wood is preferable 
on account of being a nonconductor1' 
of heat. 


They must be tight and thoroughly

One flue, ona 
foot by two feet inside measure, will 
be necessary for every 10 to 12 cows. 
The'ifitake flue "E F," as shown with 
an opening at "A," with the outlet 
at *'B," need not be over six or seven 
inches in diameter, and is also pro- 
vided with dampers. ?To definite rule 
can be given for the number* as much 
will depend upon openings near. the 
doors of the barns. 


For the best results

He stated that 
the men in the Fort Wayne shops of 
the company had received -more fa- 
vors in the way of wages during the 
past two years than they received in 
the previous fifteen years. He said 
that there were upwards of 100 men 
out on strike. Continuing:, Mr. Mc- 
Kee said the company was in good 
shape to stand a short suspension of 
active operation's in the •mechanical 
department; nevertheless he is very 
sorry that the men decided to quit 
work. 
Mr. McKee said that there 


was not au engine in the service oi 
the company that could not run 
sixty days without repairs sufficient 
to send her to the "back shop." Hn 
also said that the company has or- 
dered fifty new engines and delivery 
on that order will commence very 
soon. There are also a number of en- 
gines "white-leaded" awaiting call 
into active service and these could 
take the place of any that are dls- 


Trades association composes about 25 
per cent, of the machinist employers 
of the country. While the employ- 
ers' association doubtless will live up 
to their agreement requiring a nina 
hour day, we have a dispute with 
them now regarding wages. 


"One of our agreements witn them 


is that all disputes shall be settled 
by arbitration, but the association of 
employers is contending; that that 
matter shall be arbitrated with each, 
individual firm, while the men want 
the matter arbitrated 
nationally.

CONDEMNATION. 


Southwestern Company Has Paid for 


the Land and Now the Nickel 


Plate Wants the Money. 


The Nickel Plate Railroad company 


has set up a claim to the $6,500 in 
cash which the 
Fort Wayne and 


Southwestern Traction company paid 
to the clerk of the Huntingdon cir- 
cuit court in settlement for the old 
canal bed between Roanoke and 
Huntington under the 'condemnation 
proceedings begun against A. N. 
Dukes, of Peru. 
Incidentally the 


fight is developing into an intricate 
and veiy interesting; legal tangle. 


It will be recalled that on March 


24 the Southwestern company began 
condemnation proceedings against 
Mr. Dukes to secure the right-of-way 
between Roanoke and Huntington. 
Service was secured April 2, but on 
the previous day Mr. Dukes had 
transferred the property to the Fort 
Wayne and WabasTi Traction com- 
pany, which he asserts is preparing 
to build an electric railroad between 
Fort Wayne and Logansport. 


The property in dispute extend-* 


from -the eastern boiindary of Jack- 
son township, Huntington county, to 
the Erie railroad shops in Hunting- 
Iron. 
After the notice to Mr. Dukes 


the Southwestern ^people asked the 
court to appoint 'three appraisers tc 
assess damages in condemning the 
canal lands. 
Mr. Dukes opposed it 


on the grounds that he had sold the 
property to the Wabash 
company 


previous to the notice, but the court 
overruled him and appraisers were 
named. 
Their figures, $6,500, were 


accepted by the court. 


Saturday the attorneys for the Wa- 


bash company appeared in court ana 
moved to quash the notice by publi- 
cation, which was overruled. 
Ther, 


tlie company asked to be made a par- 
ty defendant to the condemnatror. 
proc* sdlngs, which was granted, and 
The Southwestern company was given 
sixty days in which to file their bill 
of exceptions. 
This being done, the 


"Wabash company filed exceptions to 
the whole proceedings, and to the ap- 
nraisement.

per train load. They select the su- 
perintendents and keep a lynx ey; 
on every one of them, comparing their 
respective result:) and dealing with 
;hem accordingly. However huge the 
system may be—five thousand miles 


long or ten thousand—all the threads 
of it are kept in the 
one pair of 


hands. 


In this country the American rail- 


road president has no counterpart. 
Our railway chairmen are seldom, if 
ever, practical railway men. All 
ether professions may be found 
among them but their own. Some of 
them are first-class financiers. Some 
are distinguished in society or poli- 
tics. 
Some have been selected for 


their local influence. Veiy seldom 
are they even in active 
business. 


There is one notorious southern line 
which was run for years 'by its so- 
licitors, and needless to say. run very 
badly. 


In the United States transportation 


is a science and a great national in- 
dustry. 
To how many 
newspaper 


readers on this side of the Atlantic 
would the term "science of trans- 
portation" convey any meaning? If 
anyone wishes to study the "science 
of transportation" 
as practiced in 


Great Britain at the beginning of the 
twentieth century, where we aid be 
found even the scientific 
material? 


Certainly not in our railway reports, 
which say nothing about the opera- 
tion of the road as such, nor in the 
regulation accounts which are made 
up iu absurdly skeleton forms pre- 
scribed by parliament half a century 
ago, when the 
good old rule of 


"charging what the traffic will bear" 
was still railway 
gospel.—London

(,f technical skill which is required 
(luring this period so much as a gen- 
eral knowledge of the art of nursing 
and the little attentions and care- 
tnking which every convalescent 
needs to insure the speediest return 
to full health. It is just here that 
the usefulness and availability of the 
convalescent nurse; the new class, 
comes in. The required training for 
this service extends over only eight 
weeks, the expense for preparation is 
correspondingly small, and the rates 
correspondingly low, being only 
about one-third that charged by the 
professionals,—Leslie's Weekly.

The riot -began Thursday night, 


when 
Supereintendent 
of 
Police 


Frank Andrews, who recently-super- 
seded the old police board through 
the passage of the Ripper bill by tne 
legislature, issued an order to the 
police to allow no one to stand about 
the wagon of "Tom" Bawden, a local 
single-tax «xhorter, who had in- 
curred the ill-will of the police direc- 
tor by the extraordinary nature os 
his remarks on so-called wealthy 
"tax dodgers." When Bawden 'began 
his exhortaiton, a .crowd 
quickly 


gathered. Superintendent 'Andrews 
supervised the work of the police in 
keeping the people moving. 
The 


crowd good-naturedly hooted at the 
police and no violence was done. 


Last night, however, the temper 


of "the crowd changed, when it wata 
announced that "Superintendent An- 
drews had called on reserve officers 
to assist in keeping the Campus Mar- 
bius clear. The single-tax exhorter 
came with his wagon and found the 
campus jammed with people. 
The 


polico refused to allow him to locate 
at any particular point and he drove 
from one street to another, the crowd 
following. 
" The 
mob 
frequently 


blocked traffic and the police attempt^ 
ed to disperse, it. It was but a mo- 
ment before stones 'beg'an to fiy and 
a general m!x-up followed, in which 
tlie foot police used their clubs and 
the mounted men charged. Tlie offi- 
cers fired their guns in the. air and 
the mob returned the fusilade with 
bricks and cobble stones. At one 
time, when the mob liad g'athere'd

bricks were thrown through tlie wiu= 
dows. In a cliarg-e made by the 
mounted police at this point, Mike 
Waldin was knocked down and three 
horses trampled, over him, cutting 
his head so badly that he was taken 
to Emergency hospital.

Washington, May 11.—Charles M. 


Schwab, president 
of the United 


States Steel corporation, was before 
the industrial commission today. 
He said that the United States com- 
pany controls eight companies 
by 


owning their stock, and that while 
steps are taken to insure the good 
will and the co-operation of all these 
companies, each one generally is left 
to conduct business in its own way. 


As a rule the plan had been to 


take in only companies which were 
not competitors, but it was true that 
there were cases in whicli two insti- 
tutions of the same line were brought 
together, and in such cases the man- 
agers were expected to get together 
in making their plans for sales. 


Enumerating the advantages of 


consolidation, Mr. Schwab said they 
were found especially iu transporta- 
tion and management 
and in the 


utilization of all the ores owned. 


In this connection 
Mr. Schwab 


said that the.United States company 
owns 80 per cent, of the iron ore of 
the country and he expressed 
the 


opinion that these ore deposits must 
constantly grow in value 
because 


limited. 
The company makes from 


65 to 75 per cent, of the steel pro- 
ducts of the country. 
; 


He also said that .there had been 


no increase in the price of products 
since the organization of the United 
States company and that the tend- 
ency is toward lower prices. 


Discussing the tariff, Mr. Schwab 


expressed the opinion that in articles 
of manufacture in which labor does 
not enter as an important factor the 
tariff might be removed, hut that in 
products into 
which 
labor enters 


largely, such, for instance, as tin 
plate, it would be necessary either 
to reduce wages or lose trade if the 
tai-iff were removed/ He 
thought 


that, except on the Pacific coast, the 
removal of the tariff would not in- 
terfere with the production of steel 
rails and billets. 


Mr. Schwab took a position against 


organized labor, saying that it did 
not give individuals a fair chance in 
life.

PHILIPPINE NATIVE POLICE. 


Washington, May 11.—An exten- 


sive resume of the organizaton and 
varying "condition of the Philippine 
native police force is contained in 
a statement made public today by the 
division of insular affairs of tlie war 
department. The report recites that 
because of the poverty of the muni- 
cipalities the Philippine commission 
appropriated the sum of $150,000 to 
provide increased pay for the body 
and offered, through eneral MacAr- 
thur, further incentive in the way 
of increased compensaton for cases 
of meritorious and faithful service. 
Late reports received at the war de- 
partment indicate that an 
efficient 


and loyal force of native police has 
now been organized, with prospects 
of further extension and 
increased 


ability. 


The total force now numbers 6,349 


officers and men, a great many of 
whom are on the "meritorious list" 
and receive additonal pay. The body 
at present is concentrated principally 
in northern Luzon, although Viza- 
caya, Hindano, Jolo and 
southern 


Luzon have police forces of consid- 
erable strength. 
In many of the 


towns the men are fully uniformed.

(Saturday Evening Post.) 


One of the natural instincts of me 


is that curiosity -which all feel 
gardiug the personal appearance 
those persons "who have stood men 
tally ahove their fellows. 
"When 


ever we read or hear of a great mai 
and especially when we are fnmilia 
•with his history, we uneonsciousl 
form a picture of his looks and sta 
ure to which tire contrast of the a< 
iual man is often very disappoint 
djig. 
Often we refuse to substitut 


the strange, unsatisfying reality fo 
our own fond creation, especially i 
the great man is found to he a sina' 
one—the intellectual giant a -physi 
cal dwarf. As a rule -we overesti 
mate the hight and bulk of our he 
roes, and endow them, if attractive 
with superhuman beauty, or, if hate 
ful, with ugly and repulsive looks 
It was this feeling which made- th 
people at Yarmouth, England, whei 
Nelson, delicate in b'ody and insig 
nificanfc in appearance, was passing 
over tha quay to take command o: 
his first ship, exclaim: "Why make 
that little fellow captain?" 


During Napoleon's first campaign 


in Italy, in 1796, the Italians -were 
greatly surprised at his personal ap- 
pearance. 
His short 
stature, his 


pale face, the sickly thinness of his 
frail body, which seemed consumed 
toy the fires of 'his genius, but was 
in. reality made of muscles of steel, 
seized the imagination of the people 
by the contrast they presented'to his 


! dazzling feats of arms. It was 


novel and startling experience to find 
that direct and penetrating glance, 
•that abrupt, imperious gesture, that 
laconic speech, and peremptory and 
absolute tone—all which bespoke the 
man born to command—associated 
with such a dwarfish, and attenuated 
frame. 


When a man ot extraordinary in- 


tellectual and moral ability ds en- 
dowed with a giant body; when great 
power of (thought, ability to govern, 
or. magnetic eloquence is encased m 
a powerful frame—the union gives, 
as we all know, a commanding influ- 
ence. Constantine at the head of his 
army, or on the throne erected for 
him at the Ecumenical Council at 
Nice; Charlemagne, the 
son of a. 


giantess, towering- above all 
his 


courtiers, with, a high, dome or a 
head, eyes, large and sparkling, and 
genius to f use and mold the heteroge- 
neous, chaotic elements of Europe 
5nto a great empire; William 
the 


Conqueror, a man of great stature 
and fullness of person, majestic in 
appearance whether standing or sit- 
ting; Peter tlie Great, founder of 
civiUaed Russia, and Gsorge-Wash- 
ington, commander of our Revolu- 
tionary army—all these men satis- 
fied that instinct which loves to see 
an imposing appearance associated 
with intellectual power and official 
authoTity; 
* 'Among Americans in whom great- 
ness of body lias been linked with 
greatness of mind'were Dr. OSEason 
trad" Dr. Olin>- the powerful pulpit 
orators; General Scott; Jeremiah 
Mason, in his tiay the foremost law- 
yer in New England, who was six 
feet seven inches in height, ana well 
proportioned; and, most remarkable 
of all. the great lawyer and states- 
man, Baniel Webster. Few men In 
the world's 'history have more deeply 
impressed their fellows by the union 
of mental greatness with, physical 
than this giant of the bar and the 
senate. 
If many other great men 


have shamed their worshippers on a 
near approach—if their comparative- 
ly pygmy bodies have given the lie 
to their intellectual pretensions, their 
souls b&ing physiognomically slan- 
dered by their bodies—it was not so 
with him. 
Whoever looked 
upon 


this son of "the Granite State," with 
his massive, strongly-knit frame," his 
broad,-beetling1 brows, his -deep-set, 
brooding, black eyes and "Mirabeau 
niane of hair," felt instantaneously 
that an intellectual Titan stood "tie- 
tore him. In his voice, his step, and 
bis bearing there was a grandeur 
that took the imagination by storm.

In the last estimates of the govern-

Of 
course, every army had spies, but no- 
body was supposed to acknowledge it 
officially. 
They said the Americans 


were really a most extraordinary peo- 
ple. It was in its way the same kind 
of revolutionary work that this gov- 
ernment did in diplomacy—it macte 
the traditional diplomacy ridiculous 
by making the modern,' diplomacy 
truthful. 


Few realize the extent of secret 


service work in the modern trade of 
war. 
The books of instruction and 


the whole education in the naval anil 
military life impress the importance 
of knowing everything1 possible about 
the geography, the habits, the re- 
sources and the conditions of every 
nation strong enough to fight. Thus 
the world is mapped in every war of- 
fice, and representatives of ever* 
army are looking around to see what 
the other armies are doing. 
Some- 


fimes there are discoveries and scan- 
dals-r-but, scandal or no scandal, the 
work goes steadily on. 


In fact, the spy, whether he be 


after the plans of a fortification in 
an em of peace or in the ranks of thr1 
enemy in the midst of war, is beine 
developed not only in keenness antf 
'intellectual accomplishments, but in 
his standing before the world. When 
caught he is still a spy and when suc- 
cessful he is still a hero, but there is 
less disposition to shoot him over 
night than there used to be. Thus 
the most hazardous part of the war 
business is much safer than it usecl 
fco :be.

Such were the ex- 
actions placed upon those of certain 
ilistricts that they had not even time 
to attend to their corn fields, corn 
being, their staff of life. 
Because 


of'this many deserted their villages, 
retiring into the forests in their en- 
deavor to get beyond the reach of 
government ofiicials. 
But the au- 


"hoiiities followed them up, promis- 
ing better conditions, and induced 
the families to return to their former 
domiciles. 
One small 
community, 


in'leaving their village, had set "it 
on fire, and these would not return. 
Meauewhile the white people in the 
disturbed districts also deserted their 
places of residence to take refuge in 
more densely populated centers, fear- 
ing- the machetes of the Indians :n 
case of a successful 
uprising; so 


panic-stricken were some families 
that they left their houses open and 
abandoned everything therein, even 
their infants, say the Merida papers 
—and these are not given to exagger- 
ation. 


Fortunately for the white inhabi- 


tants, some Indians who were cap- 
tured by Mexican soldiers were in- 
duced to reveal the fact that the In- 
dians had planned to fall in great 
numbers upon Vnlladolid, in ttie 
aast, at the time of the full moon, 
entering the city on all sides at once. 
Many arrests were made and a mas- 
sacre was thus prevented, Mexico 
sending several thousand additional 
federal:, to make any uprising lin 
possible It is, therefore, safe to say 
that the day is not far off when tne 
Mayas will have to take their last 
stand, fight to the death or surren- 
der. Papers just received from Mer- 
Ida make it plain that the natives 
are losing ground, the federals slow- 
ly but surely advancing- upon then 
strong-hold, Chan-Santa-Cruz, when,

farming the diamonds.

the object of jealousy to his royal 
master, the minister escaped from 
court, taking twith him all his treas- 
ures, and came to the capital of Au- 
rungzeeb, one of the most celebrated 
of aK the Mogul rulers. 
Here the 


fugitive vizier became a favorite by 
his munificent presents to the emper- 
or, including this famous diamond, 
which was, from its imperial owner, 
called the "Great Mogul:"

cided to have it cut, an operation per-

credits this gem to Charles the Bold, 
its first European owner, which, with 
the Austrian yellow, was lost en the 
day of his memorable defeat.

The diamond known as the ShoOi 


, after formed a part of the Persian regalia 


from remote times, until it passed 
into the Russian treasury, where it 
now 'belongs. No authentic record of 
its earliest history has been trans- 
mitted, but there is little doubt that 
it originated in India, whence a large 
number of the celebrated diamonds 
came. 
It was one of the valuable 


gems plundered from the treasury of 
Nadir Shah after his death, but it 
was recovered and presented to the 
Emperor Nicholas by Prince Kosroes, 
son of Abbas Mirza, when, on a visit 
to St. Petersburg, in 1843. The dia- 
mond is a long prism, of the purest 
water, and weighs 86 carats, after 
cutting. 


This Persian name, signifying "Sea 


of Light," expresses its remarkable 
lustre, for which the diamond is dis- 
tinguished. It was captured at Delhi 
by Nadir Shah, -and on account of its 
great size and orilliancy, constitutes 
one of the finest gems in the large 
collection of the Persian treasury. 


The "Tay-e-Mah," signifies "Crown 


of the Moon." It is a very brilliant 
gem and weighs 146 carats. By somo 
it was thought to be the Great Mo- 
gul, but its difference in size and 
weight renders that supposition un- 
worthy of serious consideration. It 
was found in the mines of India in 
1S09 and now forms a part of the 
Persian regalia.

VALEDICTORY OP JESTJS. 


Of the ten verses set apart to this 


lessm there are only the last three 
that propc-vly belong; to the topic: 
••Jesus Ascends to Heaven." 
If we 


t?,ke up tli3 first seven, seriatim rath- 
er than conn ec tively, it will afford a 
full reward f jr outwork. 
To obtain 


the best impression and most animat- 
ing understanding; of the section we 
should rer.d carefully, first, our les- 
sou, then Mark xvi., 19-20, and then 
Acts I., 9-12. 
By almost unanimous 


consent Iraks wrote the beak of the 
Acts of the ApoEtles, as well as his 
gospel. 
Taking' all that is written 


\7e may s.iy there is given therein 
the valecMetory of Jesus, and then 
the vanishing- visw of Jesus Christ. 


By the valedictory of Christ we da 


. net mean that He made an oration on 
the eve or day of His departure. But 
those last expressions of His gracious 
•wisdom and tender love are such an 
affectionate farewell that never was 
valedictory more deserving of its 
name. 
Taking Luke's verses we find 


(lesson, v., verse 4) Jesus first indors- 
ing- all things "which were written 
in the law of Moses, and in the 
prophets, and in the psalms, •soii 
ir.£>- Me."' Thus He united Himself 
with the whole Old Testament and all 
the parts of tlios^ ancient scriptures 
with th&msglves. 
If, then, anyone 


attempts to disturb our faith in the 
divine authority of the Pentateuch, 
the prophecies or tb.9 ^psalms, let it 
suffice to reply that seeing Jesus 
oftentimes, and last of all in Hi? 
valedictory, indorsed all parts of the 
Old Testament ns telling of Him. they 
n-eed have no fear that the old book 
is less than divinely inspired. 
For 


no mythmaker nor other mere story- 
teller could ever have known, out of 
Iris own imagination, licw to writs in 
those old ag-es "concerning- Me.?' 


SOME REJECT KEVELATIOKS. 
But in the next verse (verse 45) "we 


find a reason— indeed, the ruling rea- 
son—why people are too ready to re- 
ject t3i3 revelations 'respecting- the 
Messiah, in the writings of Moses, 
and the prophets, and the psalms. 
Their uudsi'stiuidjng-'s are not opened. 
It is one thing to read Tvith the in- 
tellect and a very different thing to 
read with the understanding-. Schools 
and teachers can instruct pupils how 
to rend word s, and now, of some 
words, to get the sense. 
A parrot 


can be also instructed in like man- 
ner 
But what trick bird or beast 


•VT33 ever knonvn to have an "under- 
standing" of the very sense of what 
it said af far iti teacher? 


Half the reading alound that one 


hears means nearly nothing because 
the elocution of the reader does not 
rndiciite an1 understanding of the 
meaning of the author. 
When. Jesus 


talked with tha two dissiples on the 
ti.iy cf His resurrection (Luke xxiv., 
27-32) rehearsing and ''expounding 
in all the scriptures the things con- 
'cerning Himsslf," they felt a hsart 
•warming unknown to them before. 
How sweet the gospel is when one has 
even, some understanding of the scrip- 
tures, and to have he.ird Jesus repeat 
r_n Old Testament 
psalm, or, say 


Isaiah's. prophecy (Isaiah 53), could 
it have been less than angels' food? 
And thus our next (vereses 46-48) 
Eive what, in those closing hours of 
His incarnate 'ministry, Jesus chose 
-,is the subject to open to their under- 
lauding". 


It was the Old Testament scriptures 


regarding Kis dentil and resurrection. 
He did not say a word about Himsslf 
ns a prophesied teacher, or example, 
or martyr for truth's sake. 
If Jesus 


did not lay all stress upon the revela- 
tion ci Himself as the world's Savior 
through suffering, why does He, in 
this valedictory, talk only of his pas- 
sion and its connections. 
BEHOOVED CHRIST TO SUFFER. 


He said, from the Old Testament 


•mhich I quote you, it is -evident that 
"it behooved Christ to suffer," or, it 
V.MS proper, or inevitable that He 
should suffer. 
Other things concern- 


ing the prophesied Messiah were left 
c-roiingent. but His suffering -sras a 
set.tlad certainty. 
So. too,, was His 


TTurrsction, for it 
would not be 


T-ssible that He "should be holden" 
in the grip of the grave. 
Wor was 


His passion and triumph over death 
far mere stage effect. 
It was all to 


the end that repentance lor sin and 
forgiveness through Him might be 
preached to the world. 
The entire 


pcspel gives but one way by which, 
a sinful man can be forgiven by God. 
Thar- is, by repentance—turning from 
sin, and trusting iu the efficacy of the 
expiation which Jesus effected by Hia 
death. 


But the Master knew better ;than it 


could be told to Him how impotent 
those followers of His and all their 
successors would be to propagate such 
a gospel. 


The only -way of s&Jvation known 


then to the world was through self- 
inflicted suffering and such efforts.M 
anyone might niAko to atone for his 


own sins. This has always been the 
method when -m?.ii-iaade. 
It is so 


natural to humanity thus to hope 
only in what one can do for hhnsel_ 
that salvation by grace is one of the 
most, if not the very most, difficul 
of doctrines to get people to believe 
All the same, it is the distinguishing 
truth of Christianity. 
None else is 


so •gensvfc.illy peculiar to the gospel 
of Christ. 
Of all the peerless pas- 


sages we hare from the pen of Paul. 
is there another equal to Romans y.: 
4? 
In reads: 
-To him 
* * * 


that justifieth the ungodly." 


According to that, it is the g^od 


will of God. if any poor soxil realizes 
the power and pollution of sin, and 
desires to be delivered from it, it is 
the good will of God to acquit as if 
he had never sinned this self-con- 
fessed sinner, because of the guilty 
one's surrender to Jesus as his 
Savior. 


GOLDEN, GRACIOUS WORDS. 
There were golden and gracious 


words spoken, in these valedictory ut- 
terances of our Lord which Luke did 
not insert in his gospel, but did set 
down in the Acts of the Apostles (i., 
1-8.) Especially concerning the Holy 
Spirit and the power of His coming 
upon the aspostles would, impart. 
That promised gift and grace became 
ind still continues to be the source 
of all the success that any teacher 
or preacher has that deserves the 
name of success. True success is not 
measured by ability to draw crowds 
to listen to one talking. 
Mounte- 


banks and demagogues have excelled 
in drawing crowds cf t'ollowers. But 
there is power imparted by the in- 
dwelling- spirit of God which makes 
a weak man mighty and an unsdu- 
cated man able to ccnvmce the more 
learned.

CHARTER AMENDMENT HAS A 


SERIOUS FLAW. 


THE OLD BOARD CONTINUES 


DISCOVERY WAS RESULT OF AW 


ACCIDENT. 


(From Friday's Daily.) 


The first genuine flaw in the new 


charter amendments was discovered 
yesterday by an attorney who -was 
annotating- his copy of the revised 
statutes from the nets of 1901. 
The 


flaw relates to the abolition of the 
waterworks board and tho confer- 
ring of their powers upon the board 
of public works; the mistake is so 
glaring that republican lawyers, in- 
cluding Judge Vesey, who assisted i 
drafting the amendments, admit that 
there is no way to remedy it. 
The 


section in question is No. 136 and ni 
it stands it is an amendment to an 
act that was previously amended, and 
is, therefore, clearly void. 
The ef- 


fect is that the duties of the water 
works department again revert back 
to the old 'board of water works trus- 
tees, and 
tie taken out of the de- 


partmerit of public works. 
Had the 


error been discovered thirty days ago 
a new board'of water works trustees 
inighJt have been elected last Tues- 
day, but as it is, the old board will 
bs reinstated and under a constitu- 
tional provision, they will serve -until 
their successors are duly elected and 
qualified. 


In 1879" a^. special aot was passed-by 


the legislature,•providing: for the cre- 
ation and maintenance of a boai"! of 
water works .trustees for the city of 
Fort Wayne^and it was under the 
said act that the Fort Wayne depart- 
ment was operated. 


In 1893 .when the original Fort 


Wayne charter was passed, the law 
of 1879 regarding the board of water- 
works trustees was incorporated cr. 
Section 136, of the charter, and the 
law of 1879 .-thereby became void. 
When the -charter amendments were 
passed in 1S99 making the terms of 
the city'officers .-three years for the 
last term, so as to'throTV the elections 
into an odd year, Section 136, of the 
acts of 1S03, relating- to waterworks 
trustees was also amended, so as to 
prevent the necessi-ty of a special elec- 
tion for that .department. 


The 1899 amendment, or that part 


of it am end in g> section 136 of the act, 
rea'ds: "* * i * Repealing all laws 


throug'hout the country yesterday at

Switzerland, Dr. J.eg-rain, physitian-in- 
•chief of the asylum of Yille-Kvvard, 
gave the results of his invesiigaiiun, 
which extended over a period of years 
.ind showed how sin, like disease, is 
transmitted from drunken father to 
appethe enslaved son; how in such soil 
the seeds of crime and madness de- 
velop and ripen in the last generation 
into sterile idiocy and the extinction 
of the race. 


First Generation: 
He traced the 


mrse of four generations of drink- 


ers in "15 families. One hundred and 
sixty-eight families showed 
unmis- 


takable symptoms of degeneracy; OS 
cases of mild insanity; SS were men- 
tally unsound; 45 at times dangerously 
insane; many of the children were 


iklings and'died at an early age, ti 


out, of S in one.case, 10 out of. Hi in an- 
other. These six latter who remained,

were all feeble-minded and had epi- 
leptic fits and were a prey to evil in- 
stiucts. In 39 families'were found eon- 
vulsions; epilepsy in '52; hysteria in 
16; meningitis in 5; 10S families out of 
the 215 counted one out of. every two 
individuals victims of:'periodic alco- 
holic delirium;- in 106; families of the 
215, insanity had clevelopstl. 


Second Generation: 
Xinety-eiglit 


observations gave the following: Fif- 
ty-four families had one or more mem- 
bers who were imbeciles or idiots; in 
23 families there were those who -were 
morally irresponsible, untimely births, 
extraordinary mortality and heredi- 
tary diseases caused^ the children 
to die in appalling numbers. 
At ibis 


stage the fathers and mothers had be- 
come common drunkards, with lint 
eight exceptions. 
In -J2 'families he 


found chronic cases of convulsions, 
and epilepsy in 40. In 23 families in- 
sanity exists. 


Third Generation: 
Seven observa- 


tions, or families, gave him a total of 
17 children; all mentally imsmiml and 
physically stunted; two were insane, 
four subject to convulsions, two ep- 
ilepsy, two hysteria, one meningitis, 
three scrofula. 


Summing up the 814 causes found in 


the 215 families, he found 32.2 per cent, 
were alcoholics. ljO.9 per cent, were de- 
generates, 1H.9 per cent, morally irre- 
sponsible, 22.7 per cent, have convul- 
sions, 19 .per cent. are. incurably in- 
sane; 174 disappeared from this world 
before or almost, before having drawn 
iheir first brealh; 915 eases of tubercu- 
losis which bring the total of those 
who died from hereditary alcoholism 
up to one-third. 


There is no fifth general ion, for the 


last line is a microeephalous idiot.

There was no ceremony 
nbout the istallntion, Mr. Berghoff 
preferring to enter upon his new du- 
ties without anything- even suggest- 
ing ostentation. His bond, which is 
in the sum of $3,000, •was signed by 
John Mohr, jr., and Aaron Rotlis- 
/ child. Immediately after taking the 
oath of office Mayor Berghoff 
re- 


paired to the city hall, where Btayor 
Scherer -was in waiting. He formally 
presented his certificate of election 
and the out-going mayor turned over 
the keys, documents, records and 
other paraphernalia of bis office to 
ihis successor and warmly congratu- 
lated Mm upon his succession to the 
chair and wished him unbounded suc- 
cess in. a few well chosen words, 
which left no doubt of their sincerity.

SPLENDID BRITISH CEREMON- 


IAL PREVAILS. 


MUCH LIKE 
LONDON SHOW 


KING EDWARD CABLES HIS BEST 


WISHES. 


Melbourne, May 9.—The opening of 


the first; federal parliament, •which 
took place at noon, was a most im- 
pressive ceremony. 
T'Jie capacity of 


the exhibition, building1, the scene of 
the ceremony, is 12,000 persons, but 
th« available space was taxed to the 
utmost. 
The decorations consisted 


of regimental standards, trophies of 
arms and floral festoons. 


The doors were opened to ticket- 


holders at B o'clock this morning' and 
by 11. o'clock the auditorium was 
filled, except the royal dais. 


This "was located "beneath the great 


dome. It held a single TCW of chairs, 
the largest, in the center, being- sur- 
mounted by a small gold imperial 
crown. 
The wliole was overhung 


with the royal standard. 


In front of the royal chair was a 


small table, on which was a telegra^V. 


. by which the duke of Cornwall 


and York was to flash the opening 
signal throughout-the commonwealth, 
when the union jack was to be simul- 
taneously raised in every settlement 
of the federation. 


The majority of the audience was 


composed of ladies, mostly clad in 
mauve-colored costumes; out many 
of them were dressed in white. Bril- 
liant scattered groups of army and 
navy uniforms gave color to the. 
s.?ene. 


Facing the dais was a slightly 


raised platform, where seiren rows of 
chairs accommodated the members of 
the commonwealth parliament. 


The Ibfty north was devoted to the 


members of the state parliaments. 
East, and west of the dais were 
grouped the ministerial staffs. 
The 


remainder of the hall and the galler- 
ies were packed "with a well-dressed, 
earnest, expectant.-;crowd.. A great 
orchestra enlivened>the ante-meridian 
hour with operatic airs. ., 


The audience was a marvelously 


varied and interesting assemblage. 
Bed-robed, 
white-wigged 
judges; 


speakers wigged and gowned similar 
to the speaker of-the British house 
if commons; British and foreign mil- 
itary uniforms; bishops and clergy of 
many denominations in their respec- 
tive canonicals and court uniforms, 
contrasted with khaiki-clad colonial 
officers. 


Surrounding all was a mass of 


civilian spectators of all ages, the 
whole forming a meinoralble spectacle. 


The formal proceedings -were begun 


at 11:54 a. m., -with the reading of 
the proclamation summoning the sen- 
ate and representatives. 
Noon was 


signalized by a ia^ifare of trumpets 
from the military band outside. 


The royal party then entered and 


was conducted to the dais, the orches- 
tra playing the national anthem. 


The duke of Cornwall and York 


wore an admiral's uniform, with the 
ribbon of the Order of the Garter. 


The duchess of Cornwall and York 


and Lady Hopetouu, wife of the g-ov- 
srnor general, the earl of Hopetoun. 
nnd the ladies cf the suites all wore 
black. 


The duke, through the black rod, 


then summoned the two houses, in ac- 
cordance with the strict formula of 
the British parliament, and the mem- 
bers filed iu. 
The .hundredth psalm 


was sung, with all present standing, 
and the earl of Hopetoun read a 
prayer, after which the duke of Corn- 
wall and York made a lengthy ad- 
dress and declared parliament open. 
The duke read the following telegram 
from King Edward VU.: 


"My thoughts are -with you upon 


:his august occasion. 
I wish the 


commonwealth of Australia every 
happiness and prosperity." 


The duke of Cornwall and York in 


his address referred to the wishes cf 
rhe late queen, who before her death 
signed his commission to open par- 
liament. 
He paid a tribute to the 


generous aid rendered by the colonies 
in the South African war, the 
splendid bravery of the troops and 
the services of the squadron in China, 
and expressed the interests taken by 
King Edward VII., in the Australian 
people. 
It was his earnest prayer 


that the union, so happily achieved, 
would prove an instrument for the 
further advancing of the welfare of 
the Australian subjects of the king 
and the consolidation of the empire.
